Western Settlers Seeking Homes 
In a Better Country. 

Turning to The South. 



Frankfort, Ky., June 2.— iTie 
South continues to attract the atten- 
tion of people m the West and North- 
west seeking a more favorable climate 
and with the proper eiTort on the 
part of its citizens Kentucky should 
receive a part of this immigration. A 
general movement from the arid re- 
gion of Nebraska is indicated by a 
letter received here by Hon. C. J. 
Norwood, Inspector of Mines and Cu- 
rator of the State Geological Depart- 
ment. The letter is from Stockville, 
in the southwestern part of Nebraska, 
under date of May 24, and it should 
be of interest to the people of this 
State. The writer says: 

“One of the most direful drouths 
that have ever visited the Northwest 
sjems npparantly to be upon us. 
Many of the most enthusiastic men of 
our country have despaired and given 
up all hopes of raising any crop this 
year. We had a failure in 1893 and 
1894 also, and now our people are 
placed in the most deplorable condi- 
tion knowu in the hist >ry of our 
State. Our people are leaving as fast 
as due preparations can be made. 
Moat of them are going Southwest. 
There is a large soldiers’ colony or- 
ganization going into Georgia, that 
has a membership of several thousand 
from this state; another of the same 
character going into Utah, starting 
from here in September cr October 
next; while a third is just being for- 
mulated, going into Alabama and 
Misaittippi. A representative of the 
last named colony left our county 
only a few days ago, to view the lands 
cfiered and if possible make a per- 
manent organization. 

“Many of our people do n it wish fo 
go so far south as Alabama or Missis- 
sippi, and as I was in correspondence 
with you last winter I have been ena- 
bled to elicit a deep interest with 
them in behalt of your State. Our 
people are mostly all Northern peo- 
ple, and are abreast of the time; many 
of them through all these years < f 
drouth have been self-sustaining, until 
now they are almost {lenniless — ti e 
most wealthy have nearly come to a 
levil with the poorest. As an agent 
in the sale of all kinds of school sup- 
plies I can safely say that you could 
mot, from a personal knowledge, in- 
duce a better class into your country 
for the advancement of the public 
schools and the State generally. 

“I have been requested by several 
citizens to write you at once and see 
what inducements you could be able 
with short notice to give a few hun- 
dred, or as many as might wish to 
join in moving to your State, with 
reference to land, free transportation 
for families, household gooils, stock, 
etc. Also free transportation for a 
treating committee to go and return, 
etc. As a representative, iu part, I 
am acting iu behalf of many who 
must soon move to some other portion 
of the United States. Most ot our 
people are farmers, while we haye a 
few of various trades. I think many 
would object to going' into a moun- 
tainous region, that was very rough, 
or too far from railroads; ^if possible, 
they want a heathly climate and good 
water. Their knowledge of farming 
would reclaim with proper cultivation 
and care almost any of the so-called 
worn-out farms of your State. I wish 
to know the prospect for fruit and 
farm protlucts this year, also the price 
of improved and wild lands— Central 
and Southern Kentucky.” 

In speaking of the letter and the 
situation described, Mr. Norwood 
said: “I know from past correspon- 
dence with the author of the letter 
that the people of whom he wriUs 
are much interested in Kentucky. It 
is evident that it will be well worth 
our while to endeavor to secuie some 
of the intending emigrants for this 
State. I will be glad, therefore, to 
hear from the immigration societies 
that have been formed in the various 
oounties upon the question of charac- 
ter and prices of lands that are for 
sale, etc., and from individuals as 
welL I will be glad to receive lists 
of lands for sale, and any literature

SHOT HERSELF. 



Widow of the Late Senator Ma- 
cheu Coniniits Suicide. 



On the 23d of May Mrs. W. B. 
Machen, widow of the late W. B. 
Machen, committed suicide at |the 
home of her sister at Clinton. The 
Clinton Democrat says : 

Last fall, desiring to give her dau- 
ghter Marjorie the advantages of our 
schools, Mrs. Machen came to Clinton 
and for several months before '.her 
death she lived with her sister, Mrs. 
Mollie Sublette. Hi health caused 
her mind to give way, and during the 
almost entire period of her residence 
here she was afflicted with dementia of 
a more or less violent type. On ac- 
count of the state of her own health 
Mrs. Sublette found the care of her 
sister a serious burthen, and it was 
decided that Mrs. Machen should go 
to Eddyville and spenil the summer 
with her son, Frank Machen. It is 
thought that the invalid feared they 
were going to take her to an asylum, 
and that she forestalled them hy tak- 
ing her own life. The pistol with 
which she shot herself was a No. 38, 
and she got it out of her son's valise. 
Besides her son Frank and daughter 
Marjorie, she had other sons and a 
married daughter, Mrs. Sayres, of 
Montgomery, who visited her a short 
time ago. 

It was the purpoie of her son and 
daughter to go with her to the son’s 
home in Lyon county on Thursday, 
and Mrs. Machen and her mother, 
Mrs. Mimms, arose early to begin 
preparations for the journey. Mrs. 
Mimms is a very old lady, but was 
busy about the house and gave but 
slight heed to her daughter, who at 
about five o’clock left the house and 
went to an outbuilding in the rear of 
the premises. It was there she was 
discovered by her mother shortly after 
fiye, lying prone upon .the floor, — in 
a faint, as the mother suppoeed, who 
hurriedly summoned Frank to help 
his mother into the house. When the 
poor frail body was lifted from the 
floor it was discovered that a ball 
from a 38 caliber pistol had ploughed 
its cruel way from the temple to the 
long troubled brain and that death 
must have supervened almost in- 
stantly. 

The lemains were taken to Eddy- 
ville, and laid beside those of Senator 
Ma^ao, who died in 1898.

Washington, June 3, ’95. 

The widow of James G. Blaine has 
been a figure in society at the Nations 
Capital of special interest during the 
past season. Although Mrs. Blaine 
is still in mourning tor her distin- 
guished husband, and in consequence 
floes net go out in general society, yet 
she is found occasionally at the homes 
of close friends, and has made her 
appearance on several occasions at 
small companies. She attended the 
recent wedding of Miss Leiter, as the 
relations between the families have 
baeu, during recent years, quite inti 
mate. When the Leiters came to this 
city to reside they leased the Blaine 
house on Dupont circle, which is near 
the house they have built and now 
occupy. At that time Mr. Blaiue was 
in private life, and when he accepted 
office again he purchased the residence 
on Lafayette Sijuare, which he fitted 
up for his use, and where his last days 
were spent. | 

As is well known that house has 
been torn down and a theatre build- 
ing is being erected on the site. Du- 
ring the past winter Mrs. Blaine has 
been living iu the big bouse on Du- 
pont cire'e, the only members ot the 
family with her being her son, .Tames 
G. Blain, jr., and Miss Abigail Dodge 
(_Gail Hamilton). A daughter, Mrs. 
Truxton Beal, however, has her home 
in this city, while the other daughter, 
Mrs. Damrosh, lives in New York. 
It is understood that Mrs. Blaine finds 
the house too large, and does not in- 
tend to occupy it for another season. 
She proposes to lease it furnished, 
and it is said that Mr. Westinghouse, 
the inventor of the air brake, contem- 
plates occupying it next year. 

The widow of another distinguished 
mau, Mrs. U. S. Grant, has been 
spending the greater part ot the win- 
ter in Washington, and has been liv- 
ing with her daughter, ,Mrs. Sartoris, 
who occupies and leased house. While 
Mrs. Grant’s plans for the future have 
not been fully decided upon, yet it is 
understood that she intends to make 
her perinaneut home here, and has 
l>een looking aroistid for a suitable 
bouse. It seems to be now pietty cer- 
tain that Mrs. Sartoris will marry 
again, the fortunate man, according 
to report, being Gen, Kyd Douglass, 
of Maryland. While Gen. Douglass 
is a resident of Maryland, yet it is 
stated he will make his home here af- 
ter marriage. 

As is well known the widow ot Gen 
I^ogan continued her residence in this 
city after the death of her husband, 
tiud she has always been an active and 
prominent figure in social and charit- 
able circles. Her home on the heights 
overlooking the city is one of the 
points of interest to visitors, and those 
who gain admission can examine the 
extensive collection which she has 
made of mementoes connected with 
the career of her distinguished hus- 
band. In fact she some time ago had 
an addition built to the house, where 
there is a room with a lofty ceiliug, 
and here are collected most of her pre- 
cious relics. The presence of these 
and other women who might be men- 
tioned, lend au additional interest to 
the Nation’s Capital. They are living 
representatives of much that is impor- 
tant in the history of this country, 
and they are not only of attention 
but of ^respect and affection from 
thousands of citizens who admire the 
lives and revere the memories of their 
husbands. 

Another woman whose husband 
bore a prominent part iu the late war, 
and who is regarded with afi'ectionate 
interest, is the widow ot General Phil 
Sheridan. It was here that Sheridan 
bad his home and it was here that be 
died. Mrs. Sheridan was left with 
quite a family of young children, and 
the years of her widowhood are being 
paas^ in devoted attention to their 
training and education. It is proba- 
ble that before many years have pass- 
ed the valuable public services of all 
these men will be commemorated by 
the erection in this city of some suita* 
ble monument. A great many of the 
heroes ot the late war have been hon- 
ored in thb way, and arrangements 
have been perfected for a statue to 
General. Logan to be placed In this 
city.

Clubbed to Death. 

Henderson, Ky., May 30. — John 
Swanagan, colored, was killed this 
morning while attempting to break 
jail. A conspiracy to escape had been 
found to exist lietween several of the 
prisoners, which when they attempted 
to accomplish it, resulted in the death 
of the leader. Swanagan was a pow- 
erful fellow, and l>efure be was sub- 
dued be whipped jailer Kohl, deputy 
jailer Whitehead, and three negro 
trusties. The negro fought desper- 
ately for his liberty until clubbed to 
death with billies by the jail authori- 
ties. The coroner’s jury returned a 
verdict justifying the jailer and his 
assistants. 

Another Old Couple. 

Mr. Groves Howard, of the Friend- 
ship neighborhood, having read in the 
Banner last week the notice of Mr. 
and Mrs. Lee Watson, of Lyon coun- 
ty, who have been married 61 years, 
says he can’t beat their record, but 
comes very near it. Mr. Howard an^ 
his wife were married in December, 
1835, nearly sixty years ago, and had 
twelve children born to them, eight 
of whom are now living. Mr. How- 
ard was born in Friendship in Janua- 
ry, 1810, and will be 85 years old in 
January, 1896. He is still well pre- 
served and made his own crops until 
last year. Mrs. Howard will be 77 
years old in July, and is still doing 
her own housework. Both Mr. and 
Mrs. Howard were iu town Tuesday 
on business. — Princeton Banner. 

Releaaed troni Jail. 

The Princeton Banner says: There 
have beeu no further developments in 
the case of the child that was left on 
Mr. James Hughes’ doorstep last 
week. The man Lovell, who was ar- 
rested and put in jail, has been relea- 
sed on bond, bis father and brother 
coming over from Madison ville to get 
him out. A woman named Carri e 
Wilson brought the child from Padu- 
cah, and she and Lovell took it to 
Mr: Hughes’. A young woman whose 
home is in Hopkins county, accompa- 
nied the Wilson woman on the trip, 
and went on to Nortonville, where she 
got off. It is said the child is hers, 
and that she is a^ member of a very 
prominent family. It is probable that 
the last has been heard of the case, 
so far as the courts are concerned. 

The Other Case. 

William Willingham, who has fig- 
ured in several' fights and cutting 
scrapes, near Sebree, and is the son of 
P. M. Willingham, candidate for the 
Legislature from Webster county, 
was arrested in Sebree Saturday and 
taken to Dixon and jailed, on a war 
rant charging him with seduction and 
bastardy, preferred by a Miss Melton, 
who lives near Sebree. It seems on 
last Saturday the young Igirl gave 
birth to a ohM while Willingham was 
in Sebree gloriously drunk, probably 
celebrating the event, when the sher- 
iff, thinking it was time for him to 
take a hand, armed with a warrant 
walked up and placed him under ar- 
rest and took him to the jail at Dixon 
He was later released on bail, and 
will be tried in a few days. — Sturgis 
Ledger.

The Banks Win. 

Frankfort, Ky., June 1. — The de- 
cision of the Court of Appeals of the 
bank tax cases was rendered today, 
and in spite of the tips that had beeu 
given out, it caused considerable sur- 
prise. People generally had come to 
the conclusion that the court was still 
undecided, when a full liench met 
and handed in the decisiou, which was 
written by Chief Justice Pryor and 
assented to by Judges Eastin, Grace 
and Hazlerigg, and in effect declares 
that the banks have a vested right 
under the Hewitt law, which requires 
them to pay seventy-five cents on the 
$100 of capital stuck to the State and 
relieves them of all county, district, 
and munici|ial taxation. The result 
is consequently favorable to the State 
almost doubliug its revenues from this 
source, but is adverse to the counties 
and cities, which will receive no taxes 
from the banks. It will result in 
bringing the total receipts of the State 
Treasury from banks up to about 
$360,000 per annum, which will also 
be paid tor last year, and will within 
a few months go far towards relieving 
the present financial embarrassment. 
The minority opinion was written by 
Judge Paynter, aud signed by Judges 
Lewis and Gufi'y, and holds that the 
terms of the original contract speci- 
fied that it could be repealed at the 
pleasure of the State, and that they 
are sustained by decisions of the high- 
|est State court and the Supreme Court 
of the United States. 

The bankers are in high feather 
over the decisiou, while those who 
hold the contrary view are depressed. 
The latter declare that the action ot 
the court will upset the State system 
of taxation. One prominent attorney 
went so far as to say that it was a se- 
vere blow to the civil liberties of the 
people. 

Important to Road Overseers, 

In the circuit court Jast Tuesilay 
Judge Linn made au timportant rul- 
iug which will at once dispell the pre- 
vailing idea that overseers of public 
roads are proceeded against by indict- 
ment for neglect of duty. The stat- 
utes now prescribe that prosecutions 
under this head shall be by warrant 
issued by the Judge of the quarterly 
court, aud returned before him and 
disposed of. So the custom of work- 
ing public roads just before circuit 
court is a useless one, as overseers can 
be proceeded against at any time. So 
look well to your roads, citizens, one 
and all. — Cadiz Telephone.

Dear Sir: Your favor of the 13th 
instant is just received. Every Dem- 
ocrat in the Senate voted against the 
silver bill as it was finally amended 
and reported by the conference com- 
mittee, because we believe it was 
worse than the existing law. If the 
Farmers Alliance of Graves county 
believes that this Republican measure 
which substantially stops the coinage 
of the silver dollar after one year, is 
better than the Democratic law of 
1878, they are of course entitled to 
their opinion, but I do not agree with 
them. 

When the original House bill was 
under consideration in the Senate, I 
voted to amend it so as to provide for 
the free and unlimited coinage of the 
silver dollar, and that amendment 
was adopted. The House, however, 
refused to agree to this amendment, 
and then a conference committee was 
appointed, which struck out free coin- 
age entirely, and this ^is the bill 1 vo- 
ted against. I send by mail all three 
of the bills.

‘■The basis of representation on 
the part of each precinct to said coun 
ty and legislative district conventions 
shall be oue delegate fur each fifty 
votes cast for the Democratic elect- 
ors at the presidential election in 
1892, and also one delegate for each 
fraction over twenty-five votes so 
cast; provided, however, that such 
precincts as cast less than twenty-five 
votes for said electors shall be enti- 
tled to one delegate. 

“The basis of the representation 
to the state convention from counties 
and legislative districts shall be one 
delegate for every 200 votes and each 
fraction over 1 00 votes for the Dem. 
ocratic electors at the Presidential 
election iu 1892; provided, however, 
that such counties as cast 100 votes 
or less for said eleciors shall be enti- 
tled to oue delegate." 

In accordance witu the above the 
Democrats of Urittenden county are 
hereby called to meet at their respec • 
tive voting place, at 2 o’clock June 
15, to appoint delegates to the coun- 
ty convention tc be held at Marion 
on the 17tb.

I assert that 
not a single statute law has been put upon 
the books of this country since that time 
that at all changes, alters or modifies your 
monetary system. Mr. Carlisle deefares 
that in 1898, when the crisis struck us, our 
luck ot safety consisted in the fact that our 
monetary system was not a sound one. 
Then I answer tliat it is not sound now. 
Yet be tells you in tliu same breath that 
you must preserve and hold un to the mon- 
etary system us you have it to-day. You 
must not cliange it, and yet it it nut a safe 
or a . sound one. 

He toils you further that in 1834 when 
tbe ratio uf sixteen grains of silver to one 
grain of gold was in existence, when the 
mints of the country were open to the 
coinage of bulli silver and gold on even 
terms witiioul discriniinatioii, that condi- 
tion drove this country to the tingle gold 
standard, and that from 1884 to 1878 we 
hud notliing but a single gold standard. 1 
deny that that is correctly slated, but, for 
the sake of argument, will admit bis state- 
ment. A single gold standard at tbe ratio 
uf sixteen grains of silver to one uf gold, 
with the mints of the country open to both 
metals, he tells you, in 1884 drove us to a 
single gold standard and that we kept on it 
from tliat day until now. Yet in the same 
spueeb, ill the same breath, he tells you if 
you open the mints of this country to-day 
to the free coinage, if botli metals are on 
even terms on the same basis uf sixteen to 
one, it will put you un a single silver basis ;
